To the Governor: 

The report of the Board of Education for the Territory of Washing- 
ton, is made through the ex-officio chairman, the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. Being notified that a report was required from this office, I 
briefly state the proceedings of the Board during the term since March, 1886, 


The sessions of the Board for the transactions of business, preparation 
of questions for county examinations, and granting diplomas have been held 
at Olympia, May and July, 1886, and July 1887. Special sessions have also 
been held at Colfax, in August 1886, at Walia Walla, June 1887, at Tacoma, 
August 1887, and Yakima, October 1887.

Territorial Certificates have been granted to thirteen applicants, and 
Life Diplomas to twenty applicants, during the term of office. The expenses 
of the sessions have been economically managed, thus enabling more special 
sessions. 

The Institutes of the Territory are worthy of notice, and as they have 
been, in the greater part under the supervision of the Board, should be 
included in this report. 

Twenty of the thirty-three counties have held institutes during the year 
of 1887. The interest has been unprecedented, and the results satisfactory. 
The coming year will be marked by a greater increase. 

The educational interests of the entire Territory are encouraging, and 
good work is being accomplished.
